Olympics 
Going for the Gold 


“I’ve always had the goal to go to the 
Olympics. I’ve sacrificed my entire life, and 
I’m continuing to train for 2004,” recalled 
Senior Lindsey Ertter about her experience in 
training for the 2000 Olympics. She was one 
of the few students from Langley that was able 
to participate in the training process. The hard 
work and dedication paid off for many athletes 
who competed in the Games, one of the most 
widely televised events of the year. For the 
2000 Olympic Games, the torch was lit in 
Sydney, Australia, which boasted some of the 
finest athletes in the world. The excitement 
began in September 2000, when many new 
events, some including trampolining, rhythmic 
gymnastics, and synchronized diving, were 
added to the calendar. 

It seemed there was no holding the 
United States back in many events which won 
97 total medals, just ahead of Russia with 88 
and China with 59. There were many 
expected wins, such as Marion Jones’ 21.4 
second gold medal victory in the 200m 
Athletics sprint, against her fiercest competitor, 
Cathy Freeman. Although the Games had their 
expected victories, there were also those 
victories that left viewers with dropped jaws. 
When Rulon Gardner of the U.S. defeated 
Russia’s 13-year-old undefeated wrestler, 
Alexandre Kareline, everyone, including 
Gardner himself, was stunned. 

According to Langley students, some 
of the most commonly watched Olympic 
events included swimming, track and field, and 
gymnastics. “I really enjoyed watching the 
trampolining because it was so unique and 
different from the usual events,” commented 
Sophomore Anna Wolferman.

ELection 2000 


On November 7, 2000 people crowded into 
booths to cast their ballots to whom they thought 
should be the next President of the United States 


Al Gore and George W. Bush had both 
campaigned all year long, and all their hard work 
was down to this one decisive day, or so they 
thought. 

The election was supposed to be decided 
by midnight that night. However, Florida was too 
close to call. Within the Electoral College, 
Florida holds 25 votes, enabling the state to 
swing the outcome of the election either way. 
Without Florida, Gore had 255 votes and Bush 
246.
